THE S8TORY OF LABOR AND TRADE IN
IRELAND,
Frem the N, ¥. Herald,

The great {rade gtrike in Cork, bazed ns it i
upon the action and inflaenes of a number of
labot unions combining togather to exeludo
competition from their line of indusiry, isa
sad illustration of the fact how intelligeul
men, when blinded by projudice and caried
away by nnreflecting excitement, wny lorgel
the lessons dhat the kistory of their own
country affords. Mo community on earth has
beon so wviotimized by arbitrary and vicleat
action sgaiost her gkill nod workmaoship as
Ireland. Two Lundred years ago the fume of
her woollen manufacture was hesrd ell over |
Europe. The produets of the Lrish loow were
gent to all the north countries, and even to
Franee, Spain, and Portugal, whence camo a
profusion of wines, fruits, oils, anl silks in
retiurn, with u host of other comumodities that
beautified the Irish homes of other days and
encouraged in the Irish gentry the refined
tastes which, awid all the misforlunes; of thair
native land, they still retain. The French
Government even gave Irish manufactnrers |
standing contracis, by which they farnished
the peculiar kind of cloth that was used for
its army wear

Says Swilt in his instructive ‘‘Lelters:”—
“The condition of our trade was giorions and
flonrishing, * * = Attbaltime the cur-
rent money of Ireland was foreign silver. A
man could bardly receive one huuodred pounds
sterling without finding the coin of all the
Northern powers and of every prince of the
German empire amoug taom.

But in 1696 the manufasturera of Bristol,
England, jealous of this boautiful Irish pros.
perity, petitioned the King, complaining that
“‘the cheapness of provisions in Ireland, the |
advantages of water-power and the gooliness |
of the climate doth i1uvite over his Majesty's
subjects to settls there, and if a stop bLe not
put to it by legislative enactment that coun- |
t1y (Ireland) would possess itsell of tle chief |
trade of the empire.” Mo this the King re-
plied that ho would *‘do all in his power to |
disoourage the woollen trade of Irsland.”” On |
June 9, 16058, both houses of Parlinment ad- |
dressed the King on the same subject, and
referred especiaily to the excellence of the
material as ono great cause of Irish snecess,
Finally the act of 10th and 1(th of Wil-
linm III was passed, prohibiting the
export of wool and woollen manafac
tores irom Ireland under penalty of
forfeiture of goods and ship and five hundred

ounds sterling fine, The exportation of

uller's earth, so necessary in the maunfac-
ture of cloth, was prokibited in England, and
the Irish trade wis thus asdditionally erippled.
Twenty-two embargo laws were subsequently

in forty years, and all Irish merchants,

whether Catholic or Protestant, were abso-
lutely prohibited from importing or exportin
an g excepting directly from or to Dritis
merchants resident in England, the goods to
be conveyed exclusively in British built ves-
sels. These lawa drove out of Ireland forty-
two thousand families, or about two bundred
thousand people, for one-tenth of the whole
population bad been engaged in the woollen
manufactnre, They fled to the Continent, and
were received with open arms, particularly in
Germany, whosc children are now so harshly
met at ihe Irish threshoid with disorders,
fomented, as investigation would more than
likely show, by agents not of Irish birth, but
coming from the same ocentre wiose emissa-
ries are now agitating France. From that
moment Irigh trade and manufactures dwin- |
dled ont, until, in 1782, Iréland began to feel
the delight of self-government through a
Parlinment of her own, and from that time
on, touse the expressive langusge of Lord
Clare, ““no nation on the habitable globe ad-
vanced in culture, commerce, and mannfac-
turos with the same rapidity as Ireland from
1782 to 1800," Artisans flocked in from all
neighboring nations and were well employed;
population rose from three fo five millions,
and the wages of libor doubled and trebled,
In Dublin five thousand earpenters were busy;
a few years ago there were Lut five hundred.
In the same city were over fifteen thousand
gilk weavers, rnd lately there were but three
hundred, although the city is now twice its
former size, 1‘?16 m ificence of Dubiin,
the wealth and elagant display of its resident
gentry, and the rich splendor of its architec-
ture, became the wonder of the most distin-
guished visitors from England and the Conti-
nent. Yet even all this muterial grandeur
was eclipsed by the genius of her orators,
her statesnien, her philosophers, poets, and
patriots, who made that brief period
mewmorable forevermore in Irish an.
nals. But this gorgeous pictura of
prosperily faded away aguin when Ireland lost
the last semblance of her indepondence, and
trade went down so low and its decline pro-
daced so fierce a competition ~mong the
many half-starving workwen that in 1538
when Daniel O'Connell, the “liberator” and
the truo friend of Ireland, denounced the
outrages that had been committed by the
trades, and rebuked them openly at their
Fmat meeting held in the Royal Exchange in

Jublin, he only narrowly escaped with his
life from the infuriated leaders. Indeod, he
had to be escorted to his residence by . bedy
of police and mounted guardsmen. Alas!
Irish brain bad been poisoned by the leaven
that was at work to divide, prostrate and
conquer Irish nationality,

Mr. O'Connell, in terms of the most com-
manding argument and elogquence, showed
the utter fallucy of the violent ard oppressive
trades movement, and piolured the dissen-
sion, the hatreds, the tyranny and ths wealk-
ness that mast inevitably foliow. The sad
bistory of Ireland's after years remains to
prove how right he was,

We might point out the changes, and, in
certain places, the development that has
come in the very latest years, These, how-
ever, may furnish us a theme {or future
troatment, But as we lock around us we
behold on every side the faces of Ireland's
exiles, and each day read the record of the
thousands that still prefer tempting the deep
and the long uncertainties of life beyond a
wide and stormy ocean to the tender mercies
of such labor laws &3 they have left them on
their natal soil, even when backed by trades
unions, well stimuiated from ontside, The
harp that was attuned to the sorrows of the
brave must break in every sirivg wlen swept
by rude hands to utter the tones of deflant
oppression, and will echo to its hallowed
strains of old no more

The poor German who lands in Ireland to-

day will filly represent the poor Imshuwan
who disembarked at tue threshold of Father-
land two hundred years ago and him who sers
foot on the quays of New York while we are
writing. To rejeet this testimony is to tram
ple on all that was nobls in the past and to
invite the slow but sure and relontloss yeiri-
bution ef God's justive in the future. Dut |

victim awey swiling and complacent. Mr.
MeCarthy hints that American men ave a lit-
tle to apt in the science of lying, and that
{heir wives aud daughters are overdressed,
loguacious bores, yvet doos it in such a genial,
bearty fashion that we are quila ready to
shake hands with him and be thankfal thathe

The wistake he makes (and although the
only one, it materially binuts the foree of the
arficle) is that it is the New York belle aud
Lioston bel coprif that he describes, who are
by no means the representatives or exponents
of the mass of women in the conntry, of
the women in inland towns or country homes
with whom he never probably eame in con-
thet, whose character and manners are in
truth the ountgrowth of our established na-
tional life, and show its effects undisturbed
by factitions or {ransient influences. Now
with the city girlin this counatry, everything
is factitions and transient; from her public
baptism to her public funeral she has the
perpetusl consciousness of being before the
footlighits: she has every day a scrappy ka-
lcidoscopic view of most things in heaven or

| earth, from the (Beumenical Conneil to the

last fiedu; she lives in an atmosphere of
pewspapers, fashion and polities, unceasing
contest going on in all; hence her current of
idens is flnent and aggressive; she tells you
the time of day with an oratorical twang:
sbhe walks ns on parade, poses incessantly with
both body and mind; will not ask you for a
glass of water unless she does it epigram-
matically. The same publicity and shifting

{ and swirl in her life account for her imper-

turbable good-natured philosophy, which Mr,
MeCartby admits, There is nothing she is
certain of in her religion or bonnets but that
they will change. Why should Diogenes
gromble if somebody stood to-day betwoen
his tub and the sunshine? They will certainly
be gone to-morrow. Only the purest womanly
nature can be ennobled by the city life of
Ameriea; but it is so enobled. Itisin our
cities, therefore, that both the highest and most
degraded of onr women are to be found. On
these Mr, McCarthy has founded his verdiet.
If he had penetrated deeper into our domestie
life outside of the large social centres, he
wonld have found the really typical American
woman in some village or parsonage, bilious,
of middle-class in rank and culture, and quite
as modest, bigoted, and unable with tongne
or pen as any Englishwoman of them all,
and as tightly bound by precedent and
prejudice. As to brain work, she is apt to
make a specialty of history or theology, and
gits, a grave, half-scornful, half-compassion-
ate observer, while the half-taught advanced
female perks and pluomes herself nnwearied
upon the stage, and plays her tricks before
high heaven.

Ir. McCarthy touches with keen and just
observation upon the singular freedom of
wanner in which our girls are bred: ‘‘the
absence of any duenna or Mesrour guards”
over virtue, and, on the other hand, the ter-
ror with which they cling to conventional
usages in dress and etiquelte. “The fear of
an Lpglish girl,” he says, “‘always seems to
be Jest she may be supposed to be doing
anything that is not quite proper; that of an
American girl lest she should be doing any-
that is not quite genteel.,” The riddle is
easily read. Of her purity, the Yankes
girl is secure ; of her social
standing, she is generally very
doubtful, Tt is a matter which depends on
the build of her chignon as much as her
father's record on 'Change, or the height of
her genecalogical tree. The Englishwoman,
on the contrary, is born on a tolerably firm
social footing of some sort or other., That
there is any necessity for gunarding her repu-
tation behind the triple bars of conventional
restraint and propriely, we do not believe,
despite all the damning evidence of Mordaunt
trials or Saturday Revicios. 'We have not lost
the old-fashioned faith in our fathers' British
wives and daughters, though the very iron
prisons of propriety to which Mr. McCarthy
alludes tend to discredit it with most ob-
servers, The virtye which requires armor,
one is apt to suspect, must be I.]i able to de-
fend itself. .

We commend Mr, McOarthy's article to onr
women, Bincere and friendly criticism,
whether just or not, is seldom found and
always helpful: and besides this recommenda-
tion, suffrage and political matiers in general
bave apparently lately thrust the subject of
wanners entirely ont of feminine brains, It
way do no harm to suggest it again to thewm
gently,. We are quite willing they should
attend to the weightier matters of the law;
but the minor courtesies, the softer graces of
winning wmanners and winning words, the
tithes of wmint, anise, and cumin that they
were wont to pay, we painfully remember as
redolent of sweet odors, and very grateful to
our souls,

THE SENATE AND THE TAXES.
From the N. Y, Timea,

The sguabble in the Senate about the Tax
bill might be very easily ended. There would
bave been none but for the prevailing Sena-
torial tendency to keep all controversies per-
petually open, and there would be no difi-
culty in discovering a method of eseape if
Senators were not Benators more prone to
favor special interests than to consult the
wishes or interests of the people.

There seemed, the other day, a fair chance
of striking off a rcund eighty willions of
taxes, includiog the income tax and sundry
otber taxes which the House bill would have
continued. The material poiut of difference
between tbe two chambers related to the
income tax, which the House proposed to
continue in a modified form, and which the
Senate proposed altogether to drop, The
issue was a square one, and one that would
have enabled the Benate to test the disposi-
tion of Representatives to enlarge or curtail
the amount of taxes to be reduced.

Dut Mr, Sherman, in a half-hearted way,
deprecated the large reform contemplated by
the Sennte, and ingisted that if the income
tax were dispenged with, other internal taxes
or certain customs duties must be retained.
This declaration gave special interests a pre-
text for intrigue, and Senators were fonnd to
belp them. By & maneuvre which cannot be
too strongly condemned, a minority con.
trived to reopen the decision of the wmajority,
gnd, by reviving the income tax, to unssttle
gll that bad been done, ‘T'he result js that
powerful combinalions are ondeavoring to

fasten bardens on other shon!ders than their
own, Aand that the ag te of relief afforded
to the people scemn likely to be much less

ﬂ:nn @ ofiginal sotion of the Senate led
em o @

We favored a lower income lax, with re-
forms in its administration, as long as there
was a possibility of effecting an enlargement
of relief in otbher directions. When that pos-
sibility was destroyed by the decisions come
to iu reference to the tarift, we nccepted the
vefusal of the Bennte to renew the tax on in-
comes as au available aubstitute for other
wodes of culting down the taxes, It lessaned
the people’s load by so wnch mors than the
Houge bill, and fo that extent made the course
of the Senate wore satisfactory. And we
spprebend  that from this position there
would bave been no departure had not Mr.
Sherman pemistently echoed the Tronsary's
protest against reducing taxes too much,

Tie purpose of this protest eannot be mis-
understood. It is intended to sustain the
policy which has maintained, and wonld still
waintain, oppressive taxution as a means of
redeeming bonded obligations long in ad-
vapes of their maturity, Mr. Sheruian's fund-
ing scheme was constrneled with the same
end in view, It proceeds onthe assumption
that an enormonus revenne—a revenne far ex-

ment—will continue to be collected, and that
thus the process of paying a debt that is not
due way take the procedence of a process
that would relieve the country of exactions
which exhaust its energies and oripple its
prosperity. Hence these declarations against
the promised reduction of taxes. Hence
these repeated attempts to deprive the peo-
ple of benefits they require and to maintain
burdens from which they sufler.

The Scnate has before it a simple and vory
satisfactory solution of its difficnlty. There
is no valid reason why it should make the
abandonment of the income tax an excuse
for restoring other taxes, repealed by the

it should reimpose the income tax if the
olber provisions of the bill are to stand,
The country looks for, and is entitled to ex-
pect, the Jargest possible relief. ‘This relief
it must have, or the Rlepublican party wiil
be Leld responsible for injnstico and ne-
glect, Instead of hesitating, and coutending,
and balancing competing elaims to legisla-
tive favor, let the Senate make thorough
work of its reform, and pass a bill whose
beneficent scope shall be represented by at
least eighty millions of diminished taxation.

BUILDING THE COIFIN OF THE RE-
PUBLICAN PARTY.

The Senate on Friday evening determined
fo perpetuate the income tax, With a comi-
cal naivete, Senator Wilson of Massachusetts
proposed that the tax shonld last only until
1872, and his proposition was adopted. We
can tell the Senator and his associates that
if this tax remains in the bill when it is
finally passed and signed by the President,
the election of 1572 will most decidedly put

longer.

F'or many years past the Damocratic party
has been inspired by a species of insanity.
Under this influence it has regularly com-
mitted the grossest blunders, and has thrown
every important election into the bands of
its opponents. It looks now as though this
kind of political madness was passing away
from the Democracy and toking rm-u;ession
of the Republicans. A more siganl instance
of it than this fanatical and obstinate adhe-
rence to the income tax conld not be poassible,

The essential nature of this tax was well
deseribed by Mr. Conkling in the recent ela-
borate debate upon the subject in the Senate,
‘It tramples under foot,” said Senator Conk-
ling, *‘the principle of impartiality hammered
out on the anvil of DBritish income tax provi-
sions—the prineiple respected in England by
applying the tax to lands and making it,
awong other things, a tax on the rents, issues,

hands the estate may be. Disguise it as we
may, the scheme is agrarion, sectional, and
nufair,
perty pays tax in one State and no tax in an-
other. If constituencies and people from
States which escape can find in their own

flict invidious burdens upon other localities,
it will be, if not a new, a hurtful illustration
of the blinding and disturbing force of self-
interest.”

Senator Conkling here alludes to the fact
that, as the tax is now imposed, the agricul-
tural Republican Btates of the West are
mainly if not entirely exempt from it, while
its burdens are all laid upon the great Demo-
oratic cities of the seaboard. Instead of being
an equal tax, falling dpon all alike in propor-
tion to the amount of their property, it is
altogether partial and nunjust in its operations,
This injustice the people will no longer en-
dure; and the party which, without any pub-
lic necessity, Eersiﬁla in forcing it npon the
country, will be certainly reported, after the
next battle, as killed and buried.
